THE PROPER CURE?

There
was something in Tussin's favor, too, in the
matter of law and morals, She sent her
nndesirables to Riberin, a portion of her own
ferritory. Thisx she had o legul right to do.
But where are we sending our undesicablos?

HAT mundane joy enn surpass the
pleasure of appronching the station
lunch counter, with full ten minutes to sat -
isfy n morning appetite! *“*Morning, eolo-
nel,” says the waiter, recognizing a steady
customer.
